CHASE STEWART DIES 


IN HUNTING ACCIDENT 


(By United Press.) 
London, 
Nov. 21.—The German 
fleet has surrendered to the gran« 
fleet, the British admiralty announ­ 
ced today. 
The 
American 
battle 
squadron 
and French cruisers and destroyers 
participat'd in tin* ceremony. 
The German fleet comprising ten 
dreadnaughts, 
six battle 
cruisers, 
ten light cruisers and a number of 
destroyers, 
was to meet the allied 
fleet in the North Sea, off the Eng- 
lisli coa-t, for tin* -nrrender. 
According to plans, 
the German 
warships were to pa-- down a long 
lane ot allied craft. 
The surrender 
was t«» be received ¡»ersonaHy 
by 
Admiral Beaty, commander of 
the 
British grand fleet. Admiral Rodman 
i- the American commander. 
Four hundred allied vessels- -the 
biggest fleet ever assembled—are re­ 
ported to have met 
the 
Germans.

the 
chamber at home, food is the prime 
essential to return to normal health. 
“ Famine breeds anarchy. 
A well 
fed people think straight outright, 
but hunger stirs the masses to revo­ 
lution. Hunger is the mightiest wea­ 
pon of destruction. 
Turned as it is, 
against millions in war torn Europe, 
it makes staple government impos­ 
sible ami before the winter we are 
now entering, is over, the 
hunger

Washington, Nov. 21.—“The task 
of combating the spread of venereal 
disease among the civil communities 
of the United States, is a task that 
has taken on a tremendously added 
importance 
with the 
coming 
of 
liupert Blue of 
the U. 
S. 
Public 
Health Service. 
Fortunately, Congress enabled us 
to organize our Division of Venereal 
Diseases a sufficient time ahead of 
the coming of peace to enable us to 
make appreciable 
headway in 
the 
task of securing clean communities 
to which our returning soldiers may 
come. And, while the job of fighting 
vice diseases is first, last and all the 
time, a civilian job, it must not he 
forgotten that 
it 
was 
the 
vast 
amount of venereal disease that was 
creeping into our military 
service 
from civil life that first awakened 
us to the need of the work. The es 
timates of some of the military au­ 
thorities were to the effect that 
no 
less than five-sixths of all the vice 
disease in the army 
was brought 
there from civil life.” 
Statistics dealing specifically with 
venereal disease among the men en­ 
tering the training camps have just 
been issued. These figures deal with 
one million men, a quota from every 
State in the Union. 
These 
figures 
show that the State sending in 
the 
least proportion 
of 
men 
afflicted 
with vice diseases was Oregon with 
.59 per cent. 
The largest percent­ 
age of infected men was furnished 
by Florida with 8 .9 percent. 
Statistics dealing 
with this sub­ 
ject since ¡Congress placed the whole 
matter in charge of the U. S. Public 
Health (Service are now being com­ 
piled and it is expected 
that 
they 
will show a 
marked 
improvement.

county food administrator, presid- 
dents of United States sfood clubs, 
demonstration agents,

representatives and others, here to- 
day. 
G. Harold Powell, represent- 


ing 'Herbert Moover, federal admin- 
istrator, now enroute to Europe for 
a world survey, made the principal 
address of the meeting, which was 
featured by a patriotic atmosphere 
and a determination to continue the 
work that has made a proud 
namo 


for the state in all war activity. 


"America is facing a new 
food 


problem, with the signing of the ar- 
mistice" said Mr. IPowell. "We are 
suddenly confronted with the ques- 
tion of helping to support two hun- 
dred million hungry European peo- 
ple. These include Belgium, Servia, 
Holland, Greece, Portugal, 
and a 


population of nearly seventy 
five 


millions. They must be fed largely 
with imported foocls. 
On account 


of the blockade, the northern neu- 
trals, with a population of forty-one 
millions have l>een on low food ra- 
tions and we must send them enough 
food to prevent the spread of anar- 
chy and the Ibreak down 
of their 


governments. 
We must continue to 


send the seventeen million 
tons of 


food to our 
big allies, including 


England, iFrance and Italy, with 
a 


population 
of 
V2G,000,000,, which 


the 'United States has promised to 
send. In Northern Russia there are 
forty million starving people. Their 
government and their transport sys- 
tems are in chaos. They are with- 
out hope of help from 
the outside. 


Before the next 
harvest, 
the only 


people in Europe who will not have 
to depend on importation of food to 
take them through the winter are 
Hungary and Southern Russia. 


"There is surplus enough in the 


world, except the group of fats, in-
